Trippet announced that it wil) be 
tecessary for him to take the mat- 
ter of the sufficieney of the indict- 
ments under advisement. 

The arguments in favor of the 
demurrers stripped down are that 
while the charge was made against 
the defendants that they hed sold 
sugar at what ie considered an ex- 
cessive price, there is nothing in 
the decuments setting eut what « 
fair price for sugar was at the time 
the sales were made. It was de- 
elared further that the indictment 
le fatally defective In that it does 
not charge that the sugar was sold 
in Lee Angeles. 

It ie beliewed that the opinion of 
Judge Trippet will be ferthooming 
in @ few days, and tf the demurrers 
are overruled, the cases will be set 
for trial on the fret Monday in Jan- 
wary. If the demurrer te sustained 
tt will be simply a matter of re- 
turning an amended indictment 
against the accused.
